and finfulneſs of Teachers, vie nave feen & reſtined avainſt, & our 
witnef5 to them both isand will be rouvd true, ard Gods juſtice 
will betnlfillednpon them both, + rheſe thinrs we have abſerved, 
even the heroes guilt of ſia againſt Goa in buth Rilers aud Tear 
chers,c> the abominations thathave been commiited beth inCiuul, 
and Church Government ( fo called ) a/15, ard many People have 
loved to have the thinss ſo, and wehive been ftenfible how che

Anſw. As tor the Afliftions and Sufferings ſuſtained by him, 
ſo far as they were 7«ft and Righteous Fudgment from God, be- 
cauſe of iniquity, can no man be charged with, but that zs or: 
Gods account, who was pleaſed ro chaſtiſe with Aflittions and 
Sufferings, and no man can be blamed with 1jzftice for that 
Afﬀtiiction which cometh from the Hand of God, upon whom 
Injuſtice may not be charged by any one whatſoever, andio 
far as his Sufferings were #1jsſt, the guilt thereof doth not lie 
upon allthe S»bjefts in general, nor upon every particular 
ſort of people alike, but upon /sme more than others,and /uch are 
eaſie to be diſtinguiſhed from others, if it be conſidered who they 
are shat firſt raiſed the War i» this Nation againit the King, 
And who was it that firſt Preached and Prayed up the War, and 
proſecuted it againſt his Father? And who isit that caſt out che 
Biſhops and Prelaterfrom their places, and took their Revenues 
and Bexefices, and are become men as Corrapted,as Covetous,and 
Self-ſecking,as Proudand Ambitious as Unjuſt Perſecutors as e- 


yer the men were which they caſt ont? And the guiltis partly 
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apon ſuch who caſt out otiiers z# pretence of Reformation but did:

And when they had gotten victory 4zd xt reform, but became 
Oppreſſors themſelves as well as ethers, and became C-xel to- 
wards others, that would nor ſay and doas they; and for this 
Cauſe the Lord bath brought them down, and may juſtly ſuffer 
others 16 deal with them as they have dealt with others , yet not- 
withſicnding } mult {uil ſay, and 1t is zy judgment, that there 
was very great Oppreſſions and Yexations under the Govern- 
ment ofthe7aze King, and B:/hops under his power, which the 
Lord was offcuded with, and many good People Oppreſſed by, 
for which cauſe che Lord might and Gid juſily raiſe up ſome ze op- 
»oſe, and ſtrive againſt Oppreſſions and [juftice, and to intend 
and preſs after Reformation 1n all things, andthat principle of 
Sincerity which God did raiſe in many in thebeginnins of the 
Wars, which in ſome things acted them forth, and carryed 
them on 7» oppoſing Oppreſſions, and preſſing after Reformaiion, 
this Principle lean never deny, but acknowledge to it,though 
many ſoon loft it, and became Self-ſeckers, forgetting and fore- 
going the Canſcpretcnded to, having loſt Sincerity, and became 
corrupted in their way, and 1»juſtice and Oppreſſio» abounded 
by them, and becauſe hereof are they condemned in the fight of 


the Lord, and not by me 7#/tiſied, becauſe they have lo!t Since 
rity, and turned the War, and all the Proceedings into Self- 


ſeeking , and theretore is God provoked againſt them, though 
had they continved 2» their [ntegrity, and had really performed 
what ſome time rhey pretenged, and had forſaken all $1 , it bad 
not been thus itn chem, neither had chzs guilt been upon them, 
which now they are like to be accountable for ; And this is my

any ouc or two, therefore joyntly. And here I am alſo willing to 
over-look finiteneſs in the Facher, Son, and Spirit, which this Do- 
&rine muſt ſuppoſe. 

5. Again, if theſe three diſtin& Perſons are one, with ſome one 
thing, as they ſay they are with the God-head,then are not they in- 
communicable among themſelves z but fo much the contrary,as to be 
one in the place of another ; for if that the only God is the Father, 
and Chriſt be that only God, then 1sChriſt the Father. So if that 
one God be the Son, and the Spirit that one God, then is the Spirit 
the Son, and ſo round. Nor 3s it poſſible to top, or that itſhould 
be other wiſe, fince if the Divanc Tn be inſeparable from the 
three Perſons, or communicated*to each, and each Perſon have the 
whole Divine Nature, then 1s the Son in the Father, and the Spi-

in an 2compleat {ence ; and to excite all ro fight for this zxcompleat 


ViRtory,he recommend: ! *-- cir conſideration the excellent rewards 
of Conquerors, "a '5, 9:24 1 hat overcometh, will I groe to eat of 
the: Tree of If. the brdden Arnna., 1 will give him a white 
Stone, a new N-me, Power over (Nations, white Rayment ; yea, 1 
will make him a Pillar in the Temple of my God , he ſhall go no more 
out, and I will grant him to ſit with me in my Throne, Admirable 
priviledges, I acknowledge! bur arc they promis'd to szcompleat Con- 
querors? I judge not. Reader, by this thou mayeſt be able to give 
a probable conjeRure of the reſt ; and as I have begun with him and 
his Co-diſputants, with them Ile end 5 who notwithſtanding all 
their boaſts and calunanies againſt us, have ſ> evaded thoſe many op- 
portunities we have offered chem by Letters, Verbal Meſlages, and 
Perſonal Viſits, that had they any Zeal for their Principles, love for 
their Reputation, or Conſcience in their Promiſes, they would have 
been induc'd to a more direc and candid Treaty. 

But as it hath occaſioned the publication of this little Treatiſe, fo 
am I credibly inform'd, through the too buſie and malitious inquiſt- 
tion of ſome concerning it, (which have amounted to no leſs than po- 
tive Reports) its currantly diſcours'd, How that a certain Qua- 
Ker hath lately eſpouſed the rontroverſie againſt R.F. and therein has 
perverted the Chriſtian Religion, to that depree, as plainly to dery 
Chriſt coming 13 the fleſh ; with much more then was fit to be ſaid, 
or 15 fit tobe anſwered. 

But Reader,T ſhall ask no other Judge to clear me from that moſt 
nacharitable accuſation, ſince firſt I am altogether unacquaintcd 
with R. F. nor never did deſign directly fuch a thing, being-umwikh- 
ling to ſeek more Adverfaries than what more nearly fcek the over-
